These occasional 
appearances of the water excited grave fears 
in the minds of some that the sources of the 
water supply were becoming slowly contamin- 
ated, and that we were, after all, doing what 
the twelve wise jurymen decided we were 
doing—drinking filtered Horn Pond water. 
The filthy condition of the water in Horn 
Pond, with its sickening odors, during the 
hot weather, served to intensify this appre- 
With the approval of the Water 
Commissioners, the writer has undertaken 
an investigation, with a view of establishing 
as nearly as may be, the wholesome charac- 
ter of the water in question, and to ascer- 
tain, if possible, the reason of its occasional 
unwholesome appearance. It is scarcely 
necessary that I should say here that the 
Woburn water supply will bear the most 
critical examination, and that the more we 
investigate, it the better we shall like it. In 
my opinion, any fears as to the contamina- 


tion of its sources are groundless, and that |

I send you for publication, establishes the 
excellent character of tne water in the sup- 
ply well, and also explains the fact that the 
water drawn from the service pipes is, at 
certain times, inferior to the water in the 
well. The contamination, so far as any ex 
ists, does not arise from any connection with 
the water of Horn Pond, but originates in 
the reservoir, which may be, and probably 
is, in a filthy condition. 


for a considerable time, which 
avoided, if possible, during the hot weather. 
This investigation has taught me what I did 
not know before,—that the Woburn Water 
Works are constructed upon what might be 
called the mixed plan, the reservoir and di- 


rect pumping systems combined, and while | 
the pump is acting, all the water supplied to | 


the consumers comes directly trom the well, 
and does not enter the reservoir at all. M. 
M. ‘Tidd, Esq., has kindly turnished me 
with a wood-cut diagram, showing the con- 
struction of the water works, which is shown 
above, and will give the reader an op- 
portunity to understand the whole matter. 
For the consolation of all water takers, I 
would say in conclusion, that with continu- 


ous pumping, we shall have only the best of 
water, as it is only when the pumping is in- | 
| terrupted that we get the bad water from the 


reservoir. This will all be secured when 
the new engine is in position, and ready for 
use, and the reservoir is properly cared for. 
Among the reasons for believing that the 
water in the supply-well is spring or ground 


| water, and does not come from the pond, but 


is intercepted by the well while on its way to 
the pond, are the following, viz :-— 

Ist. The water in the well maintains a 
level of six to eight inches higher than the 
water in the pond, 

2d. The well water has a 
temperature in winter, and a much lower 
temperature in summer, than the water in 
the pond. 

3d. Analysis shows that the chemical con- 
stituents of the two are unlike. 

4th. The microscope does not find those 


| lower forms of vegetable and animal life in 


the well water, which are so abundant in the 
pond water,— we have nothing to fear 
from drinking those horrid bacteria.

The engineer informed me that no water 
was pumped for two and a half days preced- 
ing September 8, and that the consequent 
low state of the water in the reservoir caused 
the ‘* roily ” condition of the water in the 
service pipes. The reservoir has not been 
cleaned for some time, I understand. Tam 
more and more convinced of the absurdity 
of taking a supply of water, which by nat- 
tral processes has been rendered bright and 
clear, and free from organie matter, and then 
exposing it in an open reservoir.

I may say, in conclusion, that the Woburn 
| water as drawn in the pumping well, com- 
| pares very favorably with the water supplied 
to towns and cities in this neighborhood, and 
is, indeed, better than the average of such 
supplies, and, further, that any apprehen- 
sions as to the character of the water, which 
may be excited by the present appearance of 
Horn Pond, appear to be without founda- 
tion; the water in the pumping-well is not 
affected.

To obtain the plaibest food and clothing 
from day to day is the acme of his hope in 
lite. ‘That the labor which the women of 
the working classes inall Germany, including 
Wurtemberg, have to perform, so far as kind 
and amount are concerned, is in a large de- 
gree wholly unfit for their sex, connot be 
disputed, In all parts of Wurtemberg may 
be seen women splitting and sawing wood in 
the streets; carrying heavy burdens of fuel, 
stone, and water, or earth, upon their heads, 
threshing with the flail the whole day long 
with men; plowing, hoeing, mowing in the 
hay-field, and gathering the crops; mounting 
the ladder with bricks and mortar for the 
builder, and performing the duties of scay- 
enger in the great cities. Such labor is, in 
the broadest sense, unfit for women, yet this 
kind of work is evey day performed in Wur- 
temberg by women, and it is believed that 
the condition of the women of the laboring 
class is still worse in the northern parts ot 
the empire.

Heights above us challenge our powers, 
ind the harder the task, the keener the 
desire to accomplishit. These rugged, snow 
clad peaks of Mt. Argeus have been daring | 
us to the fray ever since we reached Cesa- 
rea, and therefore it was with peculiar satis- | 
that we accepted the invitation of | 
Capt. Cooper, the English vice-consul, to 
ittempt the ascent during the third week in | 
August. Ifthe whole truth be told, it must 
be confessed that we ‘ rejoiced with trem- 
bling,” for, although quite a good number 
have succeeded in reaching the top, several 
have tried and failed. Bracing our courage 
by the thought ‘ Possunt quid posse vi- 
dentur,” out from the missionary | 
home in Talas, about 10 A. M., on the morn- | 
ing of August 20. Leaving the town below | 
us, we rode along the foot of Ali Dagh, a 
cone-like mountain, upon whose top we have 
pitched our tent for five weeks of the past 
summer, at an elevation only a few hundred 
feet lower than the top of Mt. Washington 
At 11 o’clock we were in Enderlik, a Greek 
village, made sacred by the dust of Gridley, 
one of the pioneer missionaries in ‘Turkey. | 
He was spying out the land for gospel work, | 
when a violent fever attacked him, and the 
Master called him home. We found the vil- | 
neat and well built, its streets and gar- | 
dens abundantly supplied with good water.

lish. Retiring at 9.80, we obtained a good

Glasgow a much 
more beautiful city than the stranger who 
sails up the Clyde by the huge manufacto- 
ries, not always tidy or sweet-smelling, ex 
pects to find. Many of its streets are broad, 
its business centres are filled with substan- 
tial, and in many cases handsome buildings, 
and the spacious parks, though comparative- 
ly modern creations, are very tastfully laid 
out, and bordered by costly dwellings.

of Prinee Frederick Henry of Orange in 
memory of her husband, the stadtholder of 
the Netherlands during the Thirty Years’ 
War. Nearly the whole country would be 
under water but for the ingenuity of its en- 
yineers and the watchfulness those who 
are set to guard against the 
of the sea. Many accidents have happened, 
and once—over four hundred years 
the river Maas broke through a dyke over- 
flowing seventy-two villages and destroying 
100,000 of the inhabitants. Vast tracts of 
land have been reclaimed from the sea and 
they make the best of Holland's gardens. 
Horticulture is practiced everywhere, and 
the flower-beds and gardens around Haarlem 
ure very beautiful at certain seasons of 
vear. The flower trade once flourished 
the extent of a craze, and tabulous sums 
were paid for rare tulip roots.

VERONA, 


It was nearly eleven o'clock at night when 
we drew up at the station in Verona, and as 
we rode through the deserted and dimly- 
lighted streets to our hotel, the city of the 
Montagues and Capulets p sented a decid- 
edly gloomy aspect. A solitary and belated 
cafe sent forth its sickly illumination at the 
corner of the Place Ste Anastasia, but our

found, however, that all was life and activ- 

ity within the house. We were driven | A CARD, 


through an archway into a court-yard, and 
found the hotel to consist of a series of bal- 
conics, with chambers opening therefrom 
running around the four sides of the open 
space. Many of the arrangements of the es- 
tablishment were decidedly primitive, but 
the house was very comfortable, taken as a 
whole. 

Inthe morning we were up bright and 
early for a sight-seeing expedition, Many 
of us visited the neighboring church of St. 
Anastasia, an ancient edifice dating back to 
1261, and containing some quaint stone carv- 
ings. After breakfast we drove about the 
city, First we went to the tombs of the 
Scaligers, or della Scala family, who, dur- 
ing the latter part of the thirteenth century, 
and nearly the whole of the fourteenth, were 
presidents of the republie of Verona. The 
monuments are elaborately carved and very 
quaint. We next went to the celebrated am- 
phitheatre, which, though not as large as the 
Collosseum at Rome, is in a much better 
state of preservation, It issupposed to have 
been built during the reign of the Emperor 
Diocletian, towards the end of the third cen- 


tury. It is 546 feet long, 438 feet wide, and 
106 feet high. ‘The arena #tself is 240 feet 
long and 141 feet wide, and in one part a 


temporary stracture has been set up asa 
summer theatre. It is estimated that the 
edifice would accommodate 25,000 persons 
with seats, and that 70,000 could stand. 
Leaving the amphitheatre, we drove to the 
interesting church of St. Zeno Maggiore, 
which is situated in the outskirts of the city. 
A part of the church was begun as early as 
1139. St. Zeno, who was bishop of Verona 
sometime about the ninth century, is buried 
in the crypt. As he is the patron saint of 
fishermen, a painted marble statue at the 
side of the choir represents him holding not 
nly his Episcopal statl, but also a fishing- 
pole and tine with a silver fish dangling 
therefrom. We also rode by the house 
where the Capulets are said to have lived, 
ind visited Julict’s tomb. Going through a 
stone-cytter’s shed, and descending a neg- 
lected or partially neglected garden, we 
reached a small stone building open on one 
side, and containing a sarcophagus which 
the irreverent liken to a horse trough. 
Phere is no inscription to be seen, and cer- 
tainly there is nothing romantic about the 
spot.
